Young Turks Marching on 
Constantinople, Says: a 
berlin Report, 


MOSLEMS MASSACRING 
CHRISTIANS AT ADAKA 


With Government Hopelessly 
Muddled, Authorities Have 
Found It Impossible to Stop 
Disturbances—The Foreign 
Countries Ready to Protect 
Citizens. 


London, April 16.—While many frag- 
mentary reports received here point to 
the imminence of civil war in Turkey 
Owing to the efforts of the defeated 
young Turks to reestablish their su- 
premacy, as yet there is not much au- 
thentic information that would tend to 
show that the troops are ready to sup- 
port the committee of union and prog- 
ress. The situation in Constantinople 
comtinues quiet, but it may be remem- 
ibered thatNazim Pasha, who now is in 
command of the troops of the capital. 
was recentiy at the head of the third 
army corps in the Saloniki district, and 
it may he doubted whether the troops 
would be willing to rise against their 
old commander, who possesses great in- 
fluence over them. . 
Enver Bey, one of the chief’ organizers 
of the successful Young Turks’ revolu- 
tion, has just arrived at Saioniki, where 
he has assured his friends of the uiti- 
mate success of the efforts that are hbe- 
ing made to preserve the constitution. 
There is plenty of evidence also of 
activity on the part of the. committee 
of union and progress and the next 
forty-eight hours probably will show 
whether the committee will be able to

Berlin, April 16— A special dispatch 
to The Lokal Anzeiger from Ristowatz 
save that after a monster meetimg there 
the Young Turks telegraphed the sul- 
tan saying: ‘““‘We are marching on Con- 
stantinople in order to save the consti- 
tution you are trying to abotlish.”’ 

The Belgrade correspondent of the 
paper says the Turkish minister there 
is reported to have received a dispatch 
saying that the Pera and Galata quar- 
ters of Constantinople have been bom- 
barded and two thousand persons killed. 

Mosiems War on Christians, 

Constantinople, Avypril 16.—A massacre 
of Armenians has taken place at Adane, 
Asiatic Turkey, and according to the 
latest telegrams ffom Mersina, still con- 
tinues. Soldiers, powerless to control 
the situation, are joininig in the pillage 
of the town. The fatalities are said to 
be numerous. ‘ 

The riots began last Wednesday, and 
the town of Adana has been burned 
and many Christians killed in the streets. 
The Moslems having practically wreck- 
ed the town, are said tO have now be- 
gun operations against the Christians in 
the vilayet. The foreign consuls at Mer- 
sina have requesteq that warships be 
sent to that port. 

No definite information is obtainable 
as to the number of persons who lost 
their Hves in the fightiniz, though one 
report gays sixty Armenians were mas- 
sacred. Two American missionaries ate 
said to he amon the dead, but no 
names are given, and the report as to 
these is unconfirmed. The British vice 
consul at Mersina, Major Daughty Wy- 
lie, ig said to have been injured during 
the trouble.

With the adoption of resolutiong ask- 
ing larger federa) appropriations for the 
support of education, a better system 
of county superintendence throughout 
the south, better training for teachers, 
more local school improvement leagues, 
advising work for compulsory educa- 
tion where practical, and rejoicing in 
the greater dignity and power now @t- 
taching to the office of superintendent 
of schoois in southern etates, the Con- 
ference for Education in the South 
brought its twelfth annual meeting to a 
close at the Auditorium last night. 

Resolutions were also adopted extend- 
ing the thanks of the conference to the 
governor and the citizens of Atlante for 
the hospitality which has been extended, 
the resolution deciaring that Atlanta 
has an enduring place in the annals of 
educational progress in the south. 
SPLENDID ADDRESSES 

AT THE NIGHT SESSION. 

The adoption of these resolutions pre- 
ceded the regular progtam of the eve- 
ning, which had consisted of two 


thoughtful and earnest addresses, as 
follows; 

“Education and Economic Devetop? 
ment”—Dr. A. Caswell Ellis, University

“The State University’ tthe Service 
of the State’’—Charles R. Van Hise, pres- 
ident of the University of Wisconsin, 
Madison. 


PRACTICAL SCHOOLING 
IDBAL OF DR. VAN HISE, 
That education is of little value, un- 
less it can be utilized by the people to 
solve the material. as well as the spir- 
itual, problems of life, was the con- 
clusion of Dr. Van Hise, the final speaker 
of the conference. He held that if the 
state university did not render service 
to the least of the state's citizens, it wag 
not meeting the requirements of the 
state. Dr. Van Hise divided his sub- 
ject into four parts, namely, instruc- 
tion of students, retsarch into and fer 
those things pecuilarly needed by the 
State, service to the people by experts 
the carrying of knowledge to the people. 
He claimed that there must be practical] 
study in all those things the people 
need. For instance, Georgia should 
Btudy cotton, utilization of water power 
and the promotion of collateral indus- 
tries. This, he said, was the function of 
the state. 
He deciared further that the state 
should educate for all its people. A qoc- 
tor is not taught simply that he may 


| be a practitioner, but that he may teach 


and instill hygiene and sanitation, that 
diseases may be prevented as well as 
cured. The speaker declared that pure 
science is a province of this service to 
the people.

Of the regular 
boarders th’rty are unaccounted for, but 
it is believed that many of them es- 
caped tn the confusion and-have neg- 
lected to report their safety!

Packing House Is Indicted for 
Violations of Internal Reve- 
nue Laws on 737 Counts, the 
Maximum Fine Being $1,000 
Per Count. 


Topeka, :Kas., April 1t6.—Indictments 
were returned here today by the fed- 
eral .grand jury against the Cudahy 
Packing Company, of Kansas City, 
Kas., on 737 counts for defrauding the 
government out of $80,000 by viola- 
tions of the internal revenue laws. 

The ,Cudahy Packing Company, of 
Kansas City, was indicted on the charge 
of wholesale violations of the United 
States internal revenue laws. The 
charge is that the company has de- 
frauded the government out of more 
than $80,000 in revenues on oleomar- 
garine. The maximum fine of each of 
the 737 counts is $1,000. The revenue 
law provides that each pound of un- 
colored oleomargarine must bear a 
revenue stamp of a quarter of a cent, 
but that each pound to which coloring 
matter has been added to give it the 
appearance of butter, a 10-cent revenue 
stamp must be attached. 

It is charged in the indictments that 
the Cudahy Packing Company has sold 
the colored product under the quarter- 
of-a-cent tax. 

It also is claimed by the government 
officials that the Cudahy company has 
succeeded in monopolizing the oleo- 
margaine market by selling the colur- 
ed product and paying the tax on the 
basis of uncolored, there being a dif- 
ference of 93-4 cents per pound. Py 
this means it ig claimed they were 
enabled to undersell other manufac- 
turers and control the market. 

District Attorney Bone says he also 
will bring a civil action against the 
company to have the plant and machin. 
ery used in the mamufacture of oleo- 
margarine confiscated. The oleomar- 
garine manufacturing plant is connected 
with the Cudahy packing establishment 
in Kansas City, Kas.

one sewer mouth to another where a 
tank ie located. : 

3.That sprinkling filters instead 
septic tanks be used at the 
plants. 


He stated that it would not be pos- 
sible to use tunnels for the sewage 
to be conveyed by gravitation. 

He praised highly the work that City 
Engineer Clayton had already done in 
making eurveys of the sewers. His re- 
marks were listened to with the great- 
est attention, and after he had con- 
cluded, several questions were asked 
him by the members of the bond com- 
mission. 

After speaking of the great progress 
that had been made in the disposal and 
purification of sewage, Mr. Hering 
Said: 

“The most perfect of sewage purifi- 
cation is sand filtration, but this és only 
possible where there is plenty of sand, 
and is not practicable in Atlanta. An- 
other method, known .as the septic tank 
process, is to take out the: floating mat- 
ter with, chemicals, but this;is very ex- 
pensive and not always satisfactory. 
There are now two practical plans, 
neither of which is as expensive as the 
others, and they are, first, to reduce the 
Suspended or floating matter as much 
as possible, and then treat the remain- 
ing liquid by oxidation. By this method 
the bacteria converts the solids into 
liquids. This plan takes septic action. 
The second of the two practical plans, 
and the one I recommend for Atlanta, 
is known as the sprinkling filters.” 

The Sprinkling Fiiters. 
Mr. Hering then éxplained the sprink- 
ling filter method as follows: 
“The sewage matter is allowed to pass 
through filters made of small stones. 
which are placed in tanks from 6 to 
8 feet deep. The polluted liquid perco- 
lates through the stones to the: bottom 
of the tanks. The sprinklifig is done by 
automatic jets, shaped eomething like 
an umbrella, and about !5 feet in diam- 
eter. During the process of filtration 
the liquid takes in oxygen from the air 
and the oxygen supplies bacteria, which 
converts the foul organic matter into 
mineral matter, such as nitrates, which 
will never putrefy again. The filtration 
method has been adopted in Paris, Ber- 
lin and other large European cities. 
There is a large plant in Birmingham, 
England, which takes care of the sew- 
age in a city of 900,000 population.” 
Mr. Hering said he recommended the 
sprinkling filters for Atlanta eight years 
ago, and if Atlanta had adopted them 
then it would have been the first city in 
this country to have done so. 

Three Disposal Plants. 

City Engineer Clayton exhibited a to- 
pographical map which he had made of 
the territory surrounding the mouth of 
the seven trunk sewers. Pointing out 
places on the map, Mr. Hering showed 
how all the sewage could be diverted 
into three disposal plants. He said the 
pumping of the sewage from one sewer 
to another would not be very expen- 
sive, as electric pumps could be used 
which would be automatic. 

In answer to questions by Chairman 
Quilliian, Mayor Maddox, Councilman 
Amorous and Councilman Cofield, Mr. 
Hering stated that there would be no 
need to ever renew them or replace 
the stone filters, as they cleanse them- 
selves. The settling basins, however, 
would have to be cleaned, and. this 
could be done in two ways. One was 
to rake out the sediment at the bottom 
of the filters and scatter it on the fields, 
which would not. be -offensive in any 
way. Another was to lagoon it by plac- 
ing it in trenches where it would dry 
out by the sun’s heat... To cremate it 
would cost too much. The. disposal of 
the sediment, he stated, was a small 
matier, and would never give any trou- 
ble. He said that the odor from a 
sprinkling filter could not be observed 
more than 300 or 400 yards away, and 
was not at all offensive. 

The Purchase of Land, 

He Yecommended the purchase of 
from 40 to 50 acres, where each filter 
was to be located, so as to keep a large 
area for the future development of the 
Plants, and to alow no one to reside 
close enough to be offended in any way. 

He said he could make no estimate on 
the cost of the plants until the city en- 
gineer furnished him with the outfall 
of sewage and the. population in, each 
territory .which .wouN he served.

New York. April 16.—Something of a 
Sensation was created in financial and 
political circles today when announce- 
ment was made that Receiver Lindsay 
Russell, @ the failed brokerage firm 
of Ennis & Stoppani, had obtained an 
order from Judge Holt, in the United 
States district court, summoning Sen- 
ator Patrick .H. McCarren, the well- 
known democratic leader of Brooklyn, 
to appear before United States Com- 
missioner Alexandér next Tliesday to 
testify at .the bankruptcy hearing 
which is to develop the firm’s affairs. 
The order also provides that he pro- 
duce such books, records, documents, 
etc., as may be required. , 

The summons for Senator McCarren 
was based on the:alleged discovery of 
expert accountants, who are going over 
the books of’ Ennis & Stoppani, that 
one of severel “blind” aacounts, en- 
tered as “‘No. 339,”" was that of Sena- 
tor McCarren, who for years past had 
been a close personal friend of both 
members of the firm. Account ‘No. 
339"’ it is stated was a very active 
one and it also showed that the man 
operating under it was indebted to the 
firm to an aggregate amount of over 
$100,000. 

The fact that members of several 
New York stock exchange firms have 
been subpoenaed to appear at the 
bankrupt proceedings of the failed Con- 
solidated Stock Hxchange firm caused 
a stir in the. financial district. One 
of the most stringent rules of the New 
York Stock Exchange prohibits any 
member from having business relations 
with members of firms connected with 
the Consolidated Stock Exchange un- 
der penalty of severe discipline. 

The members of stock exchange firms 
subpoenaed include Frank W. Graves 
and Charles Stewart of the New York 
Stock Exchange firm of F. W. Graves 
& Co.: Frederick D. Holder, Wiliam B. 
Anderson and Lemuel V. Holder of the 
New York Stock Exchange firm of 
Schumacher & Co. By another court 
order signed by Judge Holt property 
belonging to the alleged bankrupts, 
held by the Standard Safe Deposit and 
Storage Company is not to be removed 
by any one except the receiver.

HEALTH RESORT 


Danville, Va., April 16.—The beautiful) 
Meckienburg hotel, at Chase City, 7C 
miles east of this city, on the Keysville 
and Durham branch of the Southern 
railway, was totally destroyed by fire 
this afternoon. The hotel was an ex- 
pensive frame structure, built ten years 
ago by the Mecklenburg Springs Cor- 
| poration, at a cost, Including furnish- 
ings, of $200,000. At the time of the 
fire it was owned by the estate of M. 
L. T. Davis, of Norfolk, and was leased 
and managed by W. T. Hughes, who 
had conducted it for several years. The 
Owners carried only $75,000 insurance 
on the hotel and equipment. Only about 
thirty guests were reizistered at the 
hostelry at the time of the fire. The 
structure, situateq on an eminence just 
outside of town, had two hundred guest 
chambers, all well furnished.

Georgia is on the eve of a great edu- 
cational campaign. This fact was 
brought out conclusively at the Geor- 
gia conferen:e in Taft hal! at the Audi- 
torium-Armory, where the large num- 
ber of prominent educators from every 
section of the state went on record as 
being in favor of a fixed policy looking 
toward this end, and the conference, 
before adjourning, appointed a commit- 
tee of fifteen to outline this campaign. 

This committee is to report to the busi- 
ness men's committee of 100 prominent 
Citizens of the state, of which 8. M. 
Inman, of Atlanta, as chairman, is to 
call at an early date. 

It is believed the plan adopted by the 
subcommittee from the conference will 
be accepted by the business men’s com- 
mittee, and a campaign fund for edu- 
eation will be raised in Georgia, and 
the campaigners started out before the 
beginning of the new year. 

In fact, so enthusidstic was this meet- 
ing that it. had to be adjourned: before 
the speakers were through discussing 
the many admirable points brought out, 
In order that the subcommitee might 
‘consider and make preliminary plans. 

Attendance Was Small. 
' The other ten states in attendance upon 
the Conference for Education in the 
South were to have held similar con- 
ference on the second and third floors 
of the Boys’ High school, across the 
Street from the Auditorium, but not a 
corporal’s guard showed up for the 
ten states. and those who. did joined 
with the Georgians in their conference. 
State School Commissioner Jere M. 


-Pound, who called the conference to- 


‘gether, called it to order. In the brief- 
eet and most compact form, he explain- 
ed the organization of a similar confer- 
ence at Pinehurst, N. C., two years ag°, 
~when Mr. Inman was named as chair-

5 Uuktimate compulsory 
for the state.

AYS ISSUE BONDS 
FOR DINE SCHOOLS 


South Not DoingIts Best, 


Declares Dr. 
Ellis. 


“The Relation of Education to Indus- | 


trial Development” was the subject of 
the address by Dr. A. Caswell Ellis, of 
the University of Texas, on the program 
of last evening. it proved to be not 
only interesting to the audience, but a 
paper which migfit well be put upon the 
conference records as one most valuable 
to students of economics as related to 
education. 

Dr. Ellis reviewed the progress of 
agricultural development as related to 
education in the various states affording 
striking examples. The state of Ili- 
nois was quoted as investing $250,000 
in university investigation in the field of 
agriculture, 

Professor Montgomery has done a sim- 
ilar work for the corn farmers in Ne- 
braska; Professor Holden in the agri- 
cultural college in Iowa. 

Value of Seed Testing. 

The values of seed testing were re- 
ferred to, the method used for testing 
wheat, barley, oats, peas, alfalfa, cot- 
ton and otl.cr crops, with just as valu- 
able results as with corn. 

In interesting vein he reviewed the 
results to agriculture ‘that had come 
through the iavestigation and scientific 
treatment by the government of the 
ravages of the white scale ruining the 
orange crops of California; the boll wee- 
vil in its attack upon the cotton; the 
splenic fever, commonly called Texas 
fever, and ravages’ upon cattle life. 

In the development of our minerai re- 
sources and in our manufactures, higher 
education is paying even larger propor- 
tionate returns than in agriculture, Dr. 
Ellis stated, and he related many iater- 
esting incidents to illustrate the fact, 

He reviewed the advancement and re- 
sults of medical investigation in its re- 
lation to his subject. 


Results in Northwest. 


Summing up the results in other sec- 
tions, especially those of the northwest, 
in a superior system of education, meet- 
ing the needs of the industries, Dr. El- 
lis said: 

We can all see now definitely enough just 
how the south is literally throwing awaey 
billions of dollars each year through lack 
of efficient education and training for its 
citizens. How long do you suppose we shall 
be allowed to.till our soil and carry on our 
industrial enterprises in this ignorant and un- 
skilled manner? Just as sure ag cause follows 
effect, there will speedily come a day when 
thé highly educated men of other sections, 
having worked up the more easily reached 
resources of these states, will turn toward 
the rich natural resources of the south. These 
educated and splendidly equipped men and 
wimen will move into our section and com- 
pete with us for possession of this land and 
its great natural resources. Our children 
will certainly have to face this industrial 
struggle, and indeed we are beginning to 
feel: it already ourselyes.. There can be. but 
one end to @ competition between ignorance 
and consequent incompetence on the one side 
cultivated skill on the 
other. 


Where the South Fails. 


As isng as the south spends $350,000,000 oa 
year for whisky and tobacco and double as 


ed | much more for luxuries of dress and palate, 


while we spend legs than $2,000,000 on unr- 
versities and colleges, it is absurd to say 
that we are doing what we/can. We must 
spent/ upon education 
as a tax and recognize thatit is a financial in- 
vestment, and the best paying investment 
that can be made. With such states as 
Michigan, Wisconsin, California, 
even the new 
spending each over a million on 
versities, while our southern states still aver- 
age less than $130,000 per year on theirs: 
witha dozen other states possessing univer- 
sity property and equipment valued at from 
$1,000 to $5,000,000, with Illinois about 
to issue $10,000,000 worth of bonds to astill 
further equip her wniversity, and with the 
eastern states possessing univers{ties that 
are still better equipped and endowed, when 
de you think we are going to catch up at 
our present rate of appropriations fer higher 
education? Never! We must inevitably fall 
father and farther behind unless something 
radically different is done speedily. 

It is absurd to say that we cannot double 
and quadruple at once the annual appro- 
priations voted for our universities and col- 
leges for running expenses, but in addition 
tc this increased maintenance there is not a 
university in the south that does not need 
at once one to five million dollars for lands, 
buildings and equipment. 


Must Issue Bonds. 


As this equipment for education is absolute- 
ly essential to the economic development of 
the state, and as it is impossible to secure 
these large sums suddenly out of general 
taxation, I see but ope solution to our prob- 
lem, and that is to issue bonds for the de- 
velopment of higher education. We already 
issue bonds for elementary education. It is 
therefore all the more demanded that we is- 
suc bonds anddevelop our higher education in 
order to train leaders to direct, and teachers 
to teach the elementary schools so that the 
enormous sums spent on elementary schools 
shall not be longer wasted on unwise plans 
and uneconomical methods. 

Progress in education has always and 
everywhere worked fram above downwara 
and must in the nature of thiggs ever so 
work. As President Eliot’ said, the first and 
greatest need of the south and of every 
other section is leaders, leaders of ideals and 
leaders of action. The broad and cultivated 
leadership demanded today can be developed 
in sufficient quantity to meet the needs of a 
people only through fully equipped institu- 
tions of higher learning. We have the men 
aud we have the money to do it. 

When any one asks us in -the face of our 
present crippled condition if we have sur- 
rendered the leadership of this country for- 
ever to our better educated neighbors across 
the line, let Os,*in these uplifting words of old 
Paul Jones answer back that we've ‘‘just 
begun to fight.’’

AND THE NEGRO! 


Interesting Address by 
Charles. L. Coon of 
North Carolina. 


| No paper of the conference had cen- 

tered in it more lively interest than 
| tt at of Charles L. Coon, of Wilson, N. 
iC. whose address on “Public Taxation 
;and the Ncgre’* was replete with facts, 
, Statistics and general suggestion, 
. that made it invaluable. 

Briefly. summarized, he drew atten- 
tion to the fact that the south is 
spending $32,068,851 on her public 
schools. Of this amount $23,856,914 is 
preid ior teachers, white and colored, 
or 74.4 per cent of the total. Negro 
teachers are receiving about $3,818,705, 
or (2 per cent of the total expenditures 
for ail rurpeses, while white téachers 
are beings paid 64.4 per cent. The 
amount peing spent on negro teachers 
is by far the largest item of expense 
of tiic negro public schools. In addi- 
tion to the expense of the negro teach- 
ers. the south is paying about $917,670 
each year. making the total aggregate 
vost cr the negro schools near $4,736,- 
375. These figures relate to the states 
of Virginia, North Carolina, South Car- 
vlina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas 
und Tennessee, which contained 81.4 
per cent of the negro population in 
1900. Tire negro population of these 
states is »nout 40 per cent of their 
tutal popviation. Hence, the negro 
school teachers who have charge of 
about forty cut of every hundred of 
the children of the south are being paid 
only !2 per cent of the school expendi- 
tures.

It ic not yorsible to ascertain accu- 
rately what the negro contributes to 
his own ¢dcnestion, except in some of 
these states. In Virginia, North Caro- 
lina and Georgia, it is possible to find 
ont approximately whether the negro 
school is a burden on the white tax 
payer. If 7 these states, we take the 
amounts tt regroes actually pay on 
property and polls, their part of the 
‘axes imwosed on railroads and other 
coroorations, their part of the license 
tages devoted to schools, it will be 
fount that tre negroes’ part of the 
s:‘hoolt furd raised by Virginia in 1907 
was $5 7.295: North Carolina, in 1908, 
$429,197 ‘-omrgia, in 1907, %647,852. 
These statex spent the following sums 
or negro schccls: Virginia, 1907, $489,- 
222: North Carolina, 1908, %402,658: 
Georgia, 1¢C7, $506,170. Thus it will be 
seen that when any fair division of the 
echyol funds of these three states is 
nade, cn the race basis, the negroes 
will fare as we:i as they are now faring 
in the ahsence of such race diyision. 

Tt has been generally assumed that 
the white tux payer is now bearing 
nearly all the burden of the negro pub- 
lie scboois. Evt the figures for North 
Carolina, Virginia and Georgia seem to 
indicate cleariv that this Is not the 
case. If we divided the present, school 
fonds of the south om the race basfs, 
how would we divide the funds raised 
‘bv taxes on railroad and other cor- 
poration preperty which is not Msted as 
either white or black? How. would we 
divide the license taxes and the income 
fron. the .permanent school funds? It

MISSOURI ROAD MAKES 
21% CENTS A MILE RATE 


First Vice President of Bur- 
lington Announces Inde- 
pendent Rate. 


Chicago, April 16.—Darius Miller, first 
vice president of the Burlington, an- 
nounced today that the Burlington had 
notifie] all railroads operating in Mis- 
souri that it would voluntarily estab- 
iish m 2 1-2-cent passenger rate in the 
state, May 1}, and that the decision was 
expected to end all litigation between 
that commonwealth and railroads. Fol- 
lowing. the notification to the rail- 
roads of the Burlington’s action, J. 
Francis, general passenger agent of the 
road, stated that the 21-2-cent rate 
had been determined upon asa result of 
failure to effect a compromise with 
Governor Hadley regarding. the in- 
junction restraining the roads from re- 
turning to a $3-cent passenger rate. 

“The Burlington has determined to 
establish the 2 1-2-cent rate as a final 
outcome of all negotiations with Gov- 
ernor Hadley,” said Mr. Francis. “The 
result of the failure to effect a compro- 
mise is thus seen. The Burlington be- 
lieves that the injunction brought by 
the state of Missouri restraining the 
road from returning to a 3-cent rate 
will be dissolved. x 

“The decision of Judge McPherson 
abolishing the 2-cent rate gave us the 
right to return to the 3-cent rate, save 
for the injunction secured by the state, 
but the officials of the railroad have 
decided not to await a dissolution of 
the injunction, and the new rate will in 
no way be affected by the state’s suit.”

John Lee Coulter, of the University of Minnesota, who said at the Auditorium 
the other night that every movement for the betterment of conditions in 
the rural districts depended at the last upon the business proposition of 
making life on the farm profitable. 
That is the whole case in a nutshell; 
tionate in money return to life in the city.

SPRINKLE ASPHALT 
CHUSH THE STONE 


That’s What the Street 
Committee Will Recom- 
mend Should Be Done. 


The street committee of council act- 
@d on two very important matters yes- 
terday afternoon: 

“1. The committee adopted a resolution 
for another asphalt sprinkling or- 
dinance. 

2. The committee decided to recom- 
mend that the commissioner of public 
works be authorized to purchase a stone 
crusher at a cost of $2,200. 

Attorney W. H. Terrell appeared be-

@ephalt be sprinkled on Peachtree street 
from Trinity avenue to Houston street, 
and on Pryor street between the same 
points. It is claimed that this will not 
imclude any steep grades. The White 
hal! street viaduct is to be excepted. 

To Purchase Stone Crusher. 

A statement was made to the com- 
mittee by E. C. ‘Peters that the paving 
with assessment chert was being great- 
ly delaved because the commissioner 
of public works had no stone cruslier, 
and that it was costing the city a great 
deal of money to ‘have stone crushed by 
cenvict labor and by hand. 

The commissioner of .public works 
stated that a stone crusher would be a 
great saving to the city. He showed 
that he had enough money on hand, 
with the exception of $340. to purchase 
a, g00d stone crusher. The committee 
will recomménd to council that the 
@erusher be bought and that the $340 be 
taken from the chert assessment fund. 

Tf the report is adopted, the commis- 
sioner of public works will have a large 
mamber of convict hands to put to 
work on the streets, who are now en- 
@aged in crushing stones with sledge 
hammers.

‘he morning session of the American 
tuberculosis exhibit at'the Central Con- 
gregational church yesterday was 4 
crowded one, heing given over largely 
to the public schools. The kindergar- 
teners, the Decatur schools and delega- 
tions from the city schools in turn filled 
the lecture room and listened to Di- 
rector Routzahn, as he explained to 
them in simple and attractive etyle the 
the nature of tuberculosis infection and 
the manner of its prevention. The after- 
noon was taken up with addresses of 
Dr. J. C. Olmstead on “Patent Cures 
for Tuberculosis, All Frauds,”’ and Dr. 
Cyrus Strickler on “The Cure for Con- 
sumption.’’ The lectures were very well 
attended. 

The first speaker for the night session 
was Dr. Spratling on ‘The EKeonomic 
Aspect of Tuberculosis.” Dr. Spratling 
gave in a concise manner some of the 
most startling figures that represent the 
loss to the world-at-large through tu- 
berculosis, as well as estimates of the 
annual cost to Georgia and the city of 
Atlanta. Not all the wars since the 
world began have cost sO many lives 
as consumption, and in Atlanta today 
there are 21,000 cases. Every man who 
has it gives it to one and one-fifth per- 
sons; $3,000,000 a year is estimated to 
be the economic loss to the city through 
the disease. While it would cost the 
State $60,000,000 to segregate ther con- 
sumptives, she actually loses approxi- 
mately $42,000,000 a year at the pres- 
ent time on their account, with all the 
dangers of infection. 

Dr. Spratling spoke emphatically of 
the spitting habit and of the general 
disregard of the city ordinance forbid- 
ding expectoration in public. After re- 
plying to a number of questions, Dr. 
Spratling was followed by J. ©. Le- 
gan, OT the Associated Charities, who 


Social Responsibility.” Among the 
things much needed to bring about the 
desired tmprovement, he: mentioned, 
first, registration by the physicians of 
authentic cases, then the removal of ad- 
vanced and dangerous cases to sanita- 
riums provided especially for them, the 
establishing of a hospital for incipient 
cases, the examination of school chil- 
dren, and, finally, the hearty and un- 
qualified support of the work of the At- 
lanta Anti-Tuberculosis League by the 
citizens generally. 

The interest in the exhfbition is grow- 
ing as its value and acope become more 
genérally understood.

Position in the Wheat Market

New York, April 1!6.—Speculative in- 


tone of the market was heavy in an 
uncertain way. The depression was not 
pronounced until the final deaiings, and 
hed little that was positive to account 
for. That there was a notable decrease 
in the buying operations was palpabie, 
and this, rather than amy notable growth 
in the supply stocks for sale, was 
accountable for the decreasing tendency 
in prices. This was relieved by fewer 
exceptions in the way of adyices than 
yesterday. Some of the stocks which 
helped to sustain the market by their 
motable advances yesterday were  siulb- 
jected to sales to realize profits today, 
and thus helped on the depression. The 
position in the wheat market was the 
occasion of some anxiety and the _ re- 
newed uneasiness over the Turkish sit- 
uation was another dominating factor. 
The concrete effect of the latter in- 
fluence was soon in the selling of stocks 
ihere for foreign account, which began 
with the opening of the market. Fears 
that it would be resumed tomorrow con- 
tinued an imfluence in the latter mar- 
ket after business abroad had stopped 
for the day and cables ceased ‘to come. 
The violent break in wheat yesterday 
was accepted with some satisfaction in 
Stock market cireles, and there was a 
feeling of disappointment when it was 
seen that wheat was inclined to resume 
its advance. In connection with the ex- 
cited speculation in wheat it was re- 
garded as rather ominous that an agita- 
tion against it should be started in 
quarters active in past bearish cam- 
Paigns in the stock market. The ex- 
tension of the speculation in wheat has 
sharpened the sense of the stock market 
tradition that paratiel bull speculations 
in stocks and grains present an anomal- 
ly, the rule being for contrary - price 
movements in the two markets.

These, following yesterday’s 
additional sale of Southerm Railway Im- 
provement fours, added to the belief in 
other important bond operations said 
to be imminent. The strength of the 
Bries was. based on suggestions that the 
drawing up of the new mortgage was 
progressing. The Rock Island issues 
were responsive to the St. Louis and 
San francisco bond sale. These bond 
flotations and others believed to be in 
prospect are held to give promise of 
Pan yconm- of support for the stock mar- 
ket, such as are to facilitate 
the marketing of new bond issues. On 
the other hand, bond subscriptions art 
such a rate are likely to make an .im- 
pression om the money market with pos- 
sible unfavorebie: effect-on stocks. While 
the money market has been remarkably 
easy for this period of the year, this 
ease has ben based on the expectation of 
continued flow of funds to bank = re- 
serves rather than upon the existence 
of any unwieldly surplus in the hands 
of the banks. The-actual clearing house 
surplus disclosed: by last Saturday’s 
bank etatement, in fact, was but little 
over $10,000,000.
